Falmouth woman and son 
admit defrauding federal 
and state assistance 

A Falmouth woman admitted on November 
21, 2012 she instructed her son to help her con¬ 
ceal information from authorities so that she 
could fraudulently collect nearly $200,000 
from federal and state assistance programs. 

Regina Kay Vanlandingham, 50, pleaded 
guilty to Supplemental Security Income (SSI) 
fraud. Her son, Franklin Lee Vanlandingham, 
30, pleaded guilty to aiding and abetting Sup¬ 
plemental Security Income fraud. 

Court documents say that on numerous 
occasions between 1999 and 2011, Regina Van¬ 
landingham intentionally did not disclose her 
true living arrangement and her financial 
resources to Social Security Administration 
agents. As a result, she was able to obtain SSI 
and Medicaid benefits to which she was not 
entitled. 

Vanlandingham admitted that, if she had 
told the agents that she was in fact living with 
her husband and receiving financial support, 
she would not have qualified for assistance 
from SSI and Medicaid. 

According to her plea agreement, Vanland¬ 
ingham instructed her son, Franklin, to provide 
false information to the Social Security Admin¬ 
istration in order to continue her fraud scheme. 

As a result of the fraud, Regina Vanlanding¬ 
ham illegally obtained $191,931.47 in SSI and 
Medicaid benefits. 

The Vanlandinghams were indicted by a 
grand jury in October of this year. 

The Social Security’s SSI program provides 
financial support to disabled people with limit¬ 
ed or no income or resources. Under an

two vehicles in one 
week 

A 27-year-old Falmouth man stole two 
vehicles in one week. 

Christopher M. Cummins, of Beech Street 
in Falmouth stole a pick up truck from 503 
Beech Street belonging to Edna S. Gallagher on 
November 27, 2012. 

According to Falmouth Police Sgt. Aaron 
Arnsperger, Cummins stole the pickup and 
headed north on Beech Street and failed to 
merge to the left for the city Housing Authority 
street parking. He drove head on into a parked 
Pendleton County Sheriffs cruiser with no one 
inside. After Cummins wrecked the stolen 
vehicle he fled the scene of the accident. Pend¬ 
leton County Sheriffs Deputy Brian Locknane, 
who the cruiser belonged to, chased Cummins 
and apprehended him on Robbins Avenue 
where Sgt. Arnsperger caught up with them. 

Cummins was charged with criminal mis¬ 
chief, first degree; DUI, first degree; leaving 
the scene of an accident, and theft by unlaw¬ 
fully taking. 

He was arrested and taken to the Boone 
County Detention Center. 

Earlier in the week, November 22, 2012, he 
stole a vehicle from the city of Georgetown, 
Ky.

She assisted a customer who 


couldn’t lift a package that was 
left on her doorstep. Moneyhon 
is willing to go that extra mile to 
assist customers with their pack¬ 
aging needs.

One adult and two children critically injured

Three people, one adult and 
two children were seriously 
injured in a two-vehicle acci¬ 
dent at 5:37 p.m. on November 
30, 2012 on US 27 at the inter¬ 
section of Charles Drive near 
Peoples Funeral Home at Butler. 

Amy Magee, 29, of Fal¬ 
mouth was traveling northbound 
and was stopped waiting to 
make a left turn onto Charles 
Drive. 

Ryan Feltner, 19, of Fal¬ 
mouth was traveling northbound 
on US 27 in a black 2000 Dodge 
pickup. He did not realize that 
Magee was stopped. He stuck 
her green 1996 Chevrolet Cava¬ 
lier from behind. There were 
two male juveniles in the back 
seat of the Cavalier, a four year, 


old, Braden Magee, and a 13 
year old, Tyler Meeks, both 
were air lifted to University of 
Cincinnati Children's Hospital 
for their injuries. Magee was air 
lifted to University Of Cincin¬ 
nati Hospital for her injuries. 
Ryan Feltner was not injured in 
the collision. We were told later 
that Magee's husband was in the 
front passenger seat and was not 
injured. 

A family member told the 
newspaper Monday morning 
that Amy Magee has since been 
released from the hospital. The 
two children remain in the hos¬ 
pital listed in serious condition. 

Braden is still on the respira¬ 
tor. He will have to undergo 
brain surgery at some point. 


Tyler is slightly improved. He 
has been taken off the respirator. 
His jaw, right side of his face, 
and his arm are fractured. Both 
are still in the intensive care 
unit. 

The collision remains under 
investigation by Kentucky State 
Police Trooper Gary Cooper. 

"I know the family would 
like to thank those that held the 
children's heads and talked with 
them until rescue workers could 
free them. We have such a good 
community," said Outlook edi¬ 
tor Debbie Dennie. 

Falmouth Fire units used 
Jaws-of-Life to cut the injured 
out. 

Pendleton County EMS 
responded to the accident scene.

are not limited to family size farms. 
Operators who may not normally 
qualify for an FSA guaranteed farm 
operating or ownership loan could 
be eligible for a Guaranteed Conser¬ 
vation Loan. 

According to McCauley, the 
Guaranteed Conservation Loan limit 
is $1,302,000 and interest rates and 
terms will vary. The maximum guar¬ 
antee FSA can issue is 75 percent. 

A streamlined application pro¬ 
cess is available for applicants with a 
strong financial position. The 
streamlined process reduces paper¬ 
work requirements and eliminates 
the requirement to provide a cash 
flow statement and supplementary 
documentation. 

Interested applicants who do not 
already have a conservation plan 
approved by NRCS should work 
with their local NRCS staff to devel¬ 
op a conservation plan. As with other 
guarantees, lenders can reduce risk, 
increase liquidity and offer lower 
rates by selling the guaranteed por¬ 
tion in the secondary market.

HB 
463 is the most comprehensive 
overhaul of Kentucky’s penal 
code in more than 30 years and 
HB 308 requires Kentucky to 
notify the FBI when a court finds 
an individual mentally incompe¬ 
tent.

BBB advice for purchasing gift cards for the holiday 


Are you purchasing gift cards 
this holiday season? If so, beware 
of fees attached. The Gift Card 
Federal Law Act, passed in 2010 
has improved consumers’ chances 
of getting full value out of the 
cards they buy or give, but there 
are still things to look out for. 
Here are some facts from BBB: 

• Money on a gift card cannot 
expire for at least five years from 
the date the card was purchased 
or the last date any additional 
money was loaded onto the card. 

• Inactivity fees can be charged 
only after a card hasn’t been used 
for at least one year, and you can 
be charged only once per month. 
But you may be charged a fee to 
buy the card or replace a lost or 
stolen card. 

• The expiration date on a 
card must be clearly disclosed on 
the card, and fees must be clearly 
disclosed on the card or its pack¬ 
aging. 

• There is no limit on month¬ 
ly fees a company can charge after 
a card has been inactive for a year. 
The issuer has to tell you about it, 
so ask when you buy a card. 

• The actual card may expire 
before the five-year redemption 
period for a card. In other words, 
if the card is expired but it still 
has value, you may have to ask for 
(and possibly pay for) a new card. 
Look for expiration dates when 
you buy cards. 

• If you give a friend a card

and they want to shop online 
rather than in a store, make sure 
it’s good for that. Some cards 
have limitations on where or how 
they can be used. Look for the 
fine print on the packaging of the 
card when you buy it. 

Tips for buying gift cards: 

• Buy from sources you know 
and trust. Avoid buying gift cards 
from online auction sites, because 
the cards may be counterfeit or 
may have been obtained fraudu¬ 
lently. 

• Read the fine print before 
you buy. Is there a fee to buy the 
card? If you buy a card by phone 
or online, are there shipping and 
handling fees? If you don't like 
the terms and conditions, buy 
elsewhere. 

• See whether any fees will be 
deducted from the card after you 
purchase it. 

• Inspect the card before you 
purchase it. Verify that none of 
the protective stickers have been 
removed. Make sure that the 
codes on the back of the card 


have not been scratched off to 
reveal a PIN number. Report any 
damaged cards to the store. 

Give the recipient your original 
receipt so they can verify the 
card's purchase in case it is lost or 
stolen. 

• Consider the financial con¬ 
dition of the retailer or restau¬ 
rant. If you buy a card from a 
company that files for bankrupt¬ 
cy or goes out of business, the 
card may be worth less than you 
had anticipated. If the business 
closes a store near the recipient, it 
may be hard to find another loca¬ 
tion where the card can be used. 
A company that files for bank¬ 
ruptcy may honor its gift cards, 
or a competitor may accept the 
card. Call the company or its 
competitor to find out. Even if 
the company is not redeeming 
gift cards now, check back with 
them periodically; they may start 
redeeming cards at a later date.

Not Seward's Folly 

I should preface my remarks 
today by making it clear that this is 
not a book review, but a reflection on 
a book review. The book, Seward: 
Lincoln's Indispensable Man by Wal¬ 
ter Stahr (Simon and Schuster, 2012) 
is not the subject of this blog, just as 
they say in therapeutic terms, “the 
presenting issue.” My subject is actu¬ 
ally the particular angle that one 
reviewer has taken on the life of Wil¬ 
liam Henry Seward. 

That reviewer stated that Seward 
(whose story is also a part of the new 
Lincoln movie by Stephen Spielberg) 
“was Americas second-greatest secre¬ 
tary of state, giving way only to John 
Quincy Adams, the force behind the 
Monroe Doctrine. Sewards problem 
is that he is condemned to be in the 
shadow of Abraham Lincoln. It 


might not have turned out so.” The 
reviewer goes on to note Seward’s 
importance to the foreign policy 
goals of the Union during the Ameri¬ 
can Civil War (one of the most cru¬ 
cial achievements of Lincoln’s admin¬ 
istration was keeping the European 
powers either sidelined, in the cases 
of France and England, or positively 
engaged, as in the case of Imperial 
Russia) and, of course, the acquisi¬ 
tion of the Alaskan territory (which is 
about the only thing most school 
children are ever taught about this 
illustrious statesman). Seward him¬ 
self came close to winning his party’s 
nomination for president, only to 
lose out to Lincoln, at the Republi¬ 
can Party convention of 1860. 

Here’s the point with which I 
take issue with this generally capable 
review: the argument seems to be 


that Seward was somehow a relative 
failure because he lacked the fame of 
Lincoln. 

I am tempted to argue that the 
notion that someone as important as 
William Henry Seward could be 
viewed as even remotely a failure 
because of a relative deficit of fame is 
peculiar to our own superficial age in 
which celebrities become famous 
because of the abundance of their 
fame. I’m still trying to figure out 
what the Kardashians do. But my 
argument would be spurious, if ener¬ 
getic. 

I would be forgetting a long his¬ 
tory of human vanity. I would be 
forgetting, for example, Percy Bysshe 
Shelley’s "Ozymandias," the timeless 
poem about a traveler stumbling 
upon the half-buried remnants of a 
forgotten king’s forgotten monument 
to his own fame. Remember the lines 
in the poem describing the words 
carved on the pedestal on which was 
mounted the shattered visage of that 
ancient king? “My name is Ozyman¬ 
dias, king of kings: / Look on my 
works ye Mighty, and despair!” After 
which the poet says, “Nothing beside 
remains.” 

As a fair amount of biblical wis¬ 
dom also bears witness, the vanity of 
fame has long been understood - and 
has long been a problem. It isn’t only 
Qoheleth, another ancient king and 
the speaker of the wisdom contained 
in the biblical book we often call 
“Ecclesiastes," who warns us of that 
“breath,” that “puff of breath” that is 
vanity (Norbert Lohfink, Qoheleth: 
A Continental Commentary, For¬ 
tress, 2003, pg. 19). Proverbs and the 
Psalms also warn us of the emptiness 
of that vanity, that fame and influ¬ 
ence (and the fortunes that some¬ 
times attend it) built on its own 
words, has nothing more to sustain 
it. 

Maybe it is important in whatev¬ 
er age in which we live to remember 


that there must be better motivations 
than fame. People achieve remarkable 
and important things every day with¬ 
out the slightest renown accruing to 
their names, and without seeking 
such fame. And people also do all 
sorts of things, sometimes very 
destructive things, just to gain the 
world’s attention. 

Robert Bolt, in his play “A Man 
For All Seasons,” provides one of the 
great cautionary tales of the corrupt¬ 
ing power of the lust for fame in the 
figure of Richard Rich, a young man 
driven by ambition, in contrast to the 
saintly statesman, Sir Thomas More. 
Richard is first introduced to the 
audience in this play in a conversa¬ 
tion with More, in which Richard 
begs the statesman, then well on his 
way to becoming Chancellor of Eng¬ 
land under Henry VIII, to give him a 
position. Richard lusts for fame and 
the power and wealth it can bring. Sir 
Thomas, looking into the heart of 
the young man, entreats him, “Be a 
teacher.” Richard knows the teaching 
life, and he wants fame instead. He 
asks Sir Thomas who will ever know 
about him if he becomes a great 
teacher, to which More replies: You 
would know. Your students would 
know. God would know. That’s not a 
bad public. Each time we encounter 
Richard Rich in the play, he is robed 
in better gowns, until that moment 
when he presents his perjured testi¬ 
mony at the trial which condemns 
Thomas More to the gallows. On 
that occasion Richard is decked out 
in sumptuous robes the chain of 
office of the Secretary of State for 
Wales around his neck. Ultimately he 
sacrificed even his soul for fame. 

Seward provides a rather stun¬ 
ning example of the value of a life 
lived for substance. Seward had his 
ego issues, but the fact that he didn’t 
outshine Lincoln need not be consid¬ 
ered a problem.

As you know, internet safety is 
a huge issue because one in five 
youth today are sexually solicited 
online, and two-thirds of those 
solicitations are going to teen 
girls. Millions of teenagers go 
online every day, and most are 
safe. The way to stay safer is to 
understand the dangers and fol¬ 
low some simple rules to help you 
steer clear of trouble. By follow¬ 
ing these rules you’ll minimize 
the risks and have more fun. 

On the web: 

When you visit web sites you 
can read newspapers, tour muse¬ 
ums, check out libraries, visit 
distant lands, play games, look at 
pictures, shop, or do research to 
help you with your homework. 
There are millions of web sites on 
just about every subject imagin¬ 
able. 

Some web sites are awesome, 
others are boring, and some con¬ 
tain so-called “adult” images and 
other material that can be danger¬ 
ous for teens. Others are demean¬ 
ing, racist, sexist, and violent or 
contain false information. Some 
of these sites contain stuff that 
can make people feel badly or 
even hurt people. If you end up 
in any of these areas, immediately 
leave by clicking on the Home 
icon, going to another site, or 
shutting down your browser. 

Some web sites ask for infor¬ 
mation about you. The site may 
ask for your name, your mailing 
address, your E-mail address, and 
other information before letting 
you in. It may ask you to provide 
information in exchange for send¬ 
ing you a gift or entering your 


name in a contest. Never enter 
any information about yourself 
without first checking with your 
parents or guardians. 

When you enter information 
on a web site or any place on the 
Internet, you’re giving up some of 
your privacy. Your name may 
wind up in some database, prob¬ 
ably to be used to sell you some¬ 
thing now or later. Or it may be 
used to try to harm or take advan¬ 
tage of you. 

Just because a web site seems 
to be okay doesn’t mean it neces¬ 
sarily is what it seems to be. Any¬ 
one, including creeps and crimi¬ 
nals can set up their own web site. 

If you download anything 
from a web site, be extra careful. 
Some web sites ask your permis¬ 
sion to download a program or 
“plug-in.” In some cases these 
programs can be used to display 
annoying advertising on your 
computer. Even worse, they can 
invade your privacy by tracking 
what you’re doing online. They 
can also plant viruses or increase 
your risk of a “hacker attack.” 
Don’t download anything unless 
you’re certain it is from a trust¬ 
worthy source. 

Some teenagers have their 
own web sites or post informa¬ 
tion on web sites run by the 
school they go to or an organiza¬ 
tion they belong to. That’s terrif¬ 
ic, but if you do post something 
on the web, be sure to never 
include your home address, tele¬ 
phone number, school name, or 
photograph. If you do want peo¬ 
ple to be able to contact you 
online, just give a nondescript 
E-mail address, but make sure 
you have your parents’ or guard¬ 
ians’ permission first. 


Understanding your risks for 
ovarian cancer 

Ovarian cancer is often con¬ 
sidered a silent killer, because 
many times, women do not know 
they have it until it is too late. 
Ovarian cancer accounts for three 
percent of all cancers diagnosed 
in women and is the deadliest 
gynecological cancer. This year, 
The American Cancer Society 
estimates that doctors will diag¬ 
nose more than 22,000 cases of 
ovarian cancer in the United State 
and 15,500 American women 
will die of the disease. 

Fortunately, when found in 
the early stages, treatment can be 
effective and chances for recovery 
are improved. Knowing the risk 
factors, signs and symptoms of 
ovarian cancer can help you pro¬ 
tect your loved ones and yourself. 

Women with an increased risk 
of developing ovarian cancer 
include those over 50 years old, a 
family history of ovarian, being 
diagnosed with breast, uterine or 
colon cancer, no children or trou¬ 
ble conceiving. 

Since ovarian cancer symp¬ 
toms are similar to the symptoms 
for many different diseases, you 
should pay close attention to your 
body. If you began experiencing 
any of the following signs and 
symptoms for longer than two 


weeks, you should talk with your 
doctor about possible causes. 

Pain below your stomach and/ 
or between your hips 

• Back pain 

• Being constantly tired 

• Bloating 

• Difficulty eating or always 
feeling full 

• Abnormal vaginal bleeding or 
discharge 

Since 1977, the Kentucky Exten¬ 
sion Homemakers Association 
has raised funds for ovarian can¬ 
cer research at the University of 
Kentucky. The program was 
started by Virginia McCandless, 
an officer in the association who 
lost her fight with ovarian cancer. 
To date, Extension Homemakers 
have raised nearly $1.2 million. 

Funds raised by Extension 
Homemakers also help fund a 
free ovarian cancer screening pro¬ 
gram at UK. Women over 50 or 
25 with a family history of ovari¬ 
an cancer can participate. For 
more information, visit UK’s 
Ovarian Cancer Screening Pro¬ 
gram website at http://ovarian- 
screening.info/.

Managing storm water on the 
farm 

We often hear a lot about 
managing storm water in urban 
settings, but we may not think 
about how it impacts farms. 
During a rain event, clean rain¬ 
water can mix with mud, 
manure and other contaminants 
and become wastewater. 

To manage storm water on 
your farm you have to divert 
rainwater from production areas 
to keep it clean and to reduce 
the volume of wastewater. To 
stay in compliance with the 
Clean Water Act, agricultural 
operations must manage waste- 
water in a way that creates no 
discharge to surface water 
resources. 

Here are some appropriate 
practices you can use to manage 
storm water: 

• Use gutters on buildings or 
use underground outlets to 
redirect rainwater 

• Use vegetative filter strips 

• Use detention or retention 
structures for slow release of 
rainwater after a storm 

• Use hardened structures like 
rock-lined ditches and grade 
stabilization structures 

Check to make sure dams 


that divert storm water away 
from animal production and 
waste storage facilities can also 
prevent soil erosion associated 
with high storm water runoff. 

By diverting clean water 
away from production areas, 
you can reduce the amount of 
wastewater you have to contain 
or manage. Managing storm 
water conserves wastewater stor¬ 
age space, creates a drier envi¬ 
ronment for animals and reduc¬ 
es odors—all of which will help 
improve the efficiency of your 
livestock operation and save you 
money. 

You can incorporate manag¬ 
ing storm water into your Ken¬ 
tucky Agriculture Water Quali¬ 
ty Plan by using Livestock Best 
Management Practice No. 18. If 
you have already begun using 
storm water management, 
inspect your work regularly to 
make sure your structures are 
properly operating.

Please take notice that Duke Energy Kentucky, Inc. has applied to the Kentucky Public 
Service Commission for approval to revise its Demand Side Management (DSM) rate for electric 
service and gas service for residential and commercial customers. Duke Energy Kentucky’s 
current monthly DSM rate for residential gas customers is ($0.061391) per hundred cubic feet 
and for non-residential gas customers is $0.000000 per hundred cubic feet. Duke Energy 
Kentucky’s current monthly DSM rate for residential electric customers is $0.003093 per 
kilowatt-hour and for non-residential customers is $0.001036 per kilowatt-hour for distribution 
service and S0.00076I per kilowatt-hour for transmission service. 

Duke Energy Kentucky seeks approval to revise these rates as follows: Duke Energy 
Kentucky’s monthly DSM rate for residential gas customers would increase to ($0.039396) per 
hundred cubic feet and for non-residential gas customers would remain at $0.000000 per hundred 
cubic feet. Duke Energy Kentucky’s monthly DSM rate for residential electric customers would 
decrease to $0.001988 per kilowatt-hour and for non-residential customers would increase to 
$0.001104 per kilowatt-hour for distribution service and would increase to $0.001070 per 
kilowatt-hour for transmission service.
